New York, Nov. 25. — 'i'lioro was a tin 
sign to-day on the front door of the syn- 
dicate heudquartors at I'll Floyd street, 
Brooklyn, which read "Closed on Satur- 
day." Various rejiorts were current re- 
gardinj,' tin; whereabouts of Win. V. Mil- 
ler, the ostensible head of t3io syndicate. 
Yesterday Miller disappeared at noon, 
liavin.!; learned that tile Kill^'s couiily 
urand jury liad indicted lilm for conspir- 
acy Willi intent to detrand and thai a 
bench warrant had been issued for his 
arrest. It was said that Miller <'aiiic to 
the borough of Manlialtaii and cscajied 
under the eyes of detectives. Soniu think 
ho \a still in Manhattan. Many think 
'he has left Greater New York behind 
either iby European steamer or by rail- 
road train. I-Ils brother, Louis H. Sill- 
ier, cashier of the Franklin syndicate, 
who was arrested last Ili^'llt when the 
jiolice raided the oliicc of the concern, 
was taken to court to-day and held in 
.•fliOOO bail to answer the charge of bav- 
in;; aided his brother in defraudinK credi- 
tors, ^;S,ijUO having' been found by the 
police winch llii.'y iille;,'e llie prisoner con- 
cealed in the house adjoiiiiiif; tlu; Frank- 
liii syndicate oUices. All day a crowd 
of excited depositors held tlie fort at 
l-l-i Floyd street, which fort was well 
Kuariled by police, sonic of whom had 
theniselvcs been enriched by the interest 
of 10 per cent, a wi;ek on earnings they 
Iilaycd in Miller's hands for investment. 
Floyd street was a scene of great excite- 
ment. The crowd was made up lar.gel.y 
of v.'onieii. Some of them had remained 
Ihrongliout the entire niglit, hoping that 
"ilu; young Napoleon of Finance" would 
return with his extrnordir'nry dividends 
and pay them their interest on their prin- 
cipal. At midnight Friday, overconu! 
by excitement and her losses, Mrs. A. M. 
Cheney, who is said to have lost the 
saviiig.s of a lifetime, drojiped dead. Sev- 
eral "women fainted and to-day the police 
had much dilllculty in keeping baeli the 
surging mobs. lOarly to-day the police 
sent out a general alarm for the appre- 
hension of "NVilliam 1''. .Miller as follows: 
"b'irst for grand larceny, \Yilliaiii F. 
Miller, ;;() years of age, 5 feet inches, 
110 pounds, dark moustache, small side 
whiskers, broken nose, mixed gray suit 
and overcoat. Jighl Alpine hat." The 
police also sent out a geni^nil aliirin for 
tli(> a|i|)rchension of Cecil Leslie. Miller's 
jirivate secrelar.v, who acted ".is his pn-ss 
agent and who is in a measure resjions- 
ible for Ihe recent imblicatimi of the 
story of .Miller's grealness and his imag- 
inary jirowess in AVall .Street. Aill the 
banks in the city were nutilied by police 
to-day to hold any money in their pos- 
session, deposited to the nccotint of Wil- 
liam F. Miller or the Franklin syndicate, 
pending the development in the indict- 
ment of Miller and Leslie. The trust 
companies also set about to keep an eye 
on certain banks and trust companies 
where MUler is supposed to have money 
on deposit. Notwitlistanding the fact 
that Miller had placed .illOO.OOO in the 
(ieriuan consulate, the acting German 
consul-general, K. Buenz, said to-day 
that Miller had not deposited any money 
with the consulate anil that he had no 
knowledge of the matter. According to 
Wall Street hankers nearly all of the 
eotintr.v dejiosilors of the syndicate left 
both principal and inleresi in the concern 
and will lose all they liave investeil.

— Further de- 
spatches from Belmont confirm the re- 
ports of the treacherous use by the Boers' 
of the white flag. The troops cngagiHl 
are bitterly complaining again, and it is 
feared the result will ho a refusal to give 
the Boer.s quarter. An imidoiit siimilar 
to the one which occurred at the battle 
of Gleucoe, when an ofllcer w;is shot by 
.a wounded B'oor, is reported by the 
(lon Times correspondent at Belmont, 
who says that Lieut. Bhindel of the 
Grenadier Guards was shot by a 
wounded Boor whom he wais tending.

The simplest flower, a 
liaiisy for iiislauee, presents an inseriil. 
ahle iiiysiery. The most miiiuti" analy- 
sis .if the sap ..r llie tissue of the Idos- 
s.iiii will fail to wuKpest ii plimslhli" rea- 
son why yellow colorin.i,' matter slioiild 
always he deposited at one pniii; in tip' 
llower and some oilier color al aiieilu r 
poiat.or in the case of a carnat ion why t he 
color oeoura in streaks in some varieties 
and in blotches in others. \^'hat we <lo 
not know alioiit material nature is iiu- 
iiieiisely t;rea!er than what we liavi- lu'eii 
ahh' to tind out by the most earefiil re- 
search and e.xperiuient . 

If this is true of tangible tliiiii;s it is 
even more so of the intangible. When 
we le.ive the .loiiiaiu of matter and enter 
that of the mental or the siiiritual, we 
feali'/a- at the Vi'fy oiilset that we ari' on 
tile borders of an ocean whoso further 
limit i.s far helow the horizon of our vis- 
ion.

Something About the Most Note- 
worthy Pieces In the In- 
teresting Collection. 



There is at present a very interesting 
collectioa of over tliroo hundred drawings 
and paintings open for public inspection 
in the westerly room on the ground Uoor 
of the parliament building. These aro 
exhibited by Mr. David Blair, art master, 
lately of Now Zealand and formerly art 
o.xaminer, science and art department. 
South Kensington, London. They are 
witli a few o.xcoptlons the worli of stu- 
dents in England and New Zealand 
schools of which Mr. Blair has been the 
master, and consist of the diCEereut 
briim'lii.'S of study required for certih- 
cates is.sued by the departiuent in Lon- 
don. It is now over loi year.s since the 
authorities at South Kensington e.\lend- 
I'd tlie liume examinatiuus to Indian and 
(Jolunial schools, thus enabling students 
in any part of the British Empire to ob- 
tain recognition siuular in every res- 
pect to those in Eajrlish schools. AYorlc 
.sent to South Kensington fur certilicate 
I'Xiuninutions aro of two kiniLs, iianiely, 
lime cxaininatioiis and .m-hool works. Of 
the latter cla.-,s there are a number of e.\- 
ccUcul cvaiuples liere exhibited and 
wliicli way be reco.iinized by the small 
onibu.ssed letters "S.K.M." in the cor- 
ner. These are higlily linishcd and are 
done during tlie year; tliey are sent in 
London for exaniinaliiin ami rcinrneil 
to the students. Thi'rc arc oi' coiir.^c no 
time drawings shown as tlu'se are nut 
returned to schools after exaniinalion. 
A nuni'MT (if still Jife sUi'ti-lics in oil. 
liowcver, show similar time wiirU done in 
fri.'Ui two to four hours as jiractiee jnsr 
belore the candidates sit for this exam- 
ination. liMsl year the subject given, n 
study of which is shown, was a pair uf 
scissors hanging on a board, with a 
wliite cup and saucer standing on red 
l)ui/.e. It is needless to say that the 
objects to be painted for the examina- 
tion are unknown to the candidates be- 
fore entering the room. \ wlilte jam 
l)0t, orange and cocoanut wore given 
the year before. For examination in 
freehand Jind light and shade from the 
round, casts of ornament are sent out 
from Ijondon to the schools; from those, 
candidates work three hours for the elo- 
mentarj- and four hours for the advanced 
pajjer. For painting from still life four 
and a half liours ;uo allowed, and can- 
didates may use eitlu>r oil. tempera or 
water color, but the work must be on the 
canvas or paper sent out by the depart- 
ment. A number of examination papers 
for elementary freehand are shown on 
the stand in the midille of the room, 
while twelve of the casts for elementary 
light and shade, advanced freehand and 
advanced light and shade are placed 
against the windows. Among the pencil 
work tlicre are several very fine examples 
of oulliiie drawings of ornaments frnni 
the cast, and foliage from nature. The 



fomer Mereqmreft*o brmado from two 
to four inches higher than the oast; while 
the latter, -which form a section of the 
art master's certificatts, involve a knowl- 
edge of arrangement or composition of 
lino and mass in addition to the some- 
wliat more simple matter of drawing the 
stems, leaves and llowcrs from nature. 
In couuection with a number of smaller 
pencil drawings of foliage, elementary 
designs based on those are sliown witli 
them. A more advanced design obtained 
from the sing!edahli;i, of ^vhich the 
sketch is in water color, illustrates an- 
other of the required works for the liigh- 
est certificate. The design iiiust be out- 
lined boldly, and the ground tinted; the 
latter condition adds considerable difll- 
culty to the work, as the proportion of 
ground to ornament ia thereby brought 
into marked contrast. Of the several 
drawings shaded in chalk, both of models 
and oruament, tliat from a east of two 
apples and leaves calls for attention. It 
is heautifidly finished, and has been 
marked "excellent" by the examiners. 
In Mio early days of school of art work 
such drawings were all done witli the 
point, as anoilier shalk drawing of tlie 
same cast on the opposite wall shows. 
.\ow chalk shading is rather a kind" of 
jiainting, the clialk being rubbed on 
either with stumps or washleather, tiie 
lights iiiod.'lled up with Indiaruldier, and 
a few sharp touches with the point give 
linal force where reiinired. Work from 
the living model is represented by sev- 
eral studies in oil, water color, and char- 
coal, the latter being life-size time 
tketihes of an hour each. Of worlcs in 
water color lliero are over thirty ex- 
amples from llowers, still life objects 
and landscapes, with ornament and figure 
ill sepia from the cast. 

A very important section in every 
sclioo! of art connected with Soulli Ken- 
sington is geomatical drawing.s, leading 
up to perspective, nincliine construction, 
and building construction. In all of 
these divisions lliere are examples here 
exliihiicd. Tile outside elev.ntor, and se<'- 
lions of a locomotive enu'ine, which are 
drawings of Mr. lil.iir w1i"M he was liiiii- 
selr a stlldenl. i-all for special iiiilicc. Tile 
Iierspective and t;i-omat rica 1 slicets are 
inarkeil as U(,rl;s llril have Keen acci-pt- 
0(1 for the an crrlitiealc. Pcrspcci ivc_<»f 
shadows, so nscnil in coinicctioii with tin- 
ished arcliilectiiral elevations, is repro- 
seiilei! by sevi-ral dr,-i \viai;s. 

Coming to a still more practical apidi- 
catioii of geniatrical drav.ing tind its 
vi'.lne in connection with woodwork, sev- 
eral examples of models of hand-railing 
liy .Mr. r.Uiir's students are shown. Tlioise 
are made liall' size, the %vrRaths, mould- 
ed only In OIK' case, are left square. In 
anotlu'r example the face moulds are 
pinned in position on tlio rough wrotilh 
so as to show how the twist is obtained. 
On examining one of these when left 
square, it seemti to have been actually 
twisted instead of worked out of the 
solid. 

In the far corner of the room a very 
line collection of fruit, llowers, and 
landscape examples are shown. These 
uer used by students who are anxious 
to copy something pretty from Hat ex- 
jimples rather than go through the neces- 
sary training illustrated by the work al- 
ready noticed. It may be well to mention 
that the science iind art deptirtment does 
not encourage students to undertake such 
copying; everything should he from na- 
ture or origiiitil. 

A few exiiiiiples of wood carving are 
placed tigtiinst one of tlie winilows. Two 
of these are from the sani(> drawing 
but by dilTerent students. It is interest- 
ing to see the marked differences in these 
resulting from the different individuality 
of the students. 

Below the dado on one of tlie walls, 



graphs, or drawings on stone, -raado in 
London by him for different publishers, 
ehieOy botanical. Oi these the carrot, 
fig, grapesj etc, are ^ sectioa from three 
hundred plates for a work on mediciiuU 
plinits.
